The English colt is in cracking good form 
right now and ran the seven furlongs in 1 :26*. 
Counter Tenor met with an accident before the 
race but it did not interfere with bis running. 
While being led to the paddock he got “gay” 
and fell, turning almost a complete somersault. 

Vitrola, a half sister to Uncas, was favorite 
for the first race, and well handled by Barrett 
she won quit* a good race. 

Owing to the sudden death of Watson Ruddy, 
neither of the Ruddy boys, Magnusson or Don- 
aldson, rode yesterday.
